that the State made for it , and with fire and faggot did

wnder him, they do by ſpecial «/ſignement from him 
occupie. And if ſo grieuous a penaltie as the _Apoitle 
threatens be to be ified vpon ſuch as reſiſt the com- 
mon Maziſtrate, abuſing his power to —_ idolatry, 
and to root out the name of Chri#t and his Goſpell, as the 


Emperours, then being heathen, did, how do not they de-

LAS in another unreaſonable demand: Tanti poeni- 
pier $622,457 tere non emo: we lift not buy a rue-bargaine [0 deare, 
mn Hehath good lucke if he run not into forferture, that ſeals 
an obligation,and neuer takes notice of the condition, he 
may well come to beſhrew himſclfe and fit deowne with 
hoſe, that ftrikes hands before he be throughly made ac- 
quainted with the match ; he # not like towin the game 
that playes his cardes at randon as they be dealt, without 

ſo much as looking whether he followeth ſute or no: And 

are not they worthy1o periſh with Antichriſt, that em- 

brace his tyrannicall vſurpation as 4 chiefe article of 

-..» their Creed, and therefore not onely inwardly to be aſſen- 
intber tet - ted 1ato, but openly to be profeſſed, though death enſue, 
oe rticte before they hawe well ſearched whether it be PR 
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ble to the anzlogy of faith expreſſed in the Scriptures the 

onely authentical and ſelf-complete rule of all true Catho« 

liciſme ? 1t will not ſerue their turne before God to ſay, 

ſuch and ſuch learned men ſo informed vs; no more_ 
then it did the Tewes , which gaue their woices to 

Gbriſts crucifying , that the Scribes and Phariſees, 

and high Prieſt had induced them;ſoto do.

peace, the caſe is ſoclearely refolued in holy Scrip- 
ture, and by practiſe ofthe Church ſo abundantly ra- 
tified and confirmed, that none but ſuch as haueloſk 
their cies, or wilfully cloſe them againſt rhelight of 
apparent proofe,, can chuſe bur ſee ir. To beginne 
with the Prieſts of the old Teſtament,that they were 
euer ſubie&to the Prince,and vnder his Coram Hobie,

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it is frankly and freely confeſſed by Doors of their 
owne, thatT ſhall notneedto ſpend any time, norto 
beſtow anypainesabour the further prouing of that 
point. Andforthe Goſpell , that by ir the ſtate of 
Princes was neither abated nor altered, but remaines 
ſtill the ſame it was before, and ſo the Princes hand no 
more reſtrained from his Clergy then from his other 
ſubje&ts, ic may alſo by many manifeſt teſtimonies of 
the new Teſtamet vaauoidably be cuinced. You can- 
not be ignorant,how that Chriſtcharged the Scribes 
and high Prieſts as well as others, with all duty to 
Ceſar ,- the right and intereſt of God, which in all 
ings,andatall times,and of all perſons ought to be 
forepriſed andkept inuiolate, ſate reſerued. And for 
his ownepart,when he was conuented,arraigned and 
condemned by the Romane Magiſtrate, though bur 
adeputie: he-was ſofarre off from excepting againſt 
him, as one thattranſgreſled the bounds & went be- 
ondthe limits of his authority ingnedling with him 
Lowha Prieſtanda Prophet,chat he durifully ſubmit- 
ced himſelfe vnto his will, & ingenuouſly agnized his 
er ouer him to be from heauen,notwithſtandin 
ement againſt him was moſt iniurious an 
ll: Andit Chrifthad freed his Apoſiles from 
the juriſdiction of the Magiſtrate,would Saint Pau/, 
think you, wittingly haue forfeited and betraied his 
right, when of his owne accord he appealcd to Ceſar, 
andmadchis perſonall appearance and apologie be. 
fore his tribunall ſeate,vnrequired ? No,noz it is well 
knowne Saint Paw/ was of that puiſlant ſpirit and vn- 
dantedcourage , that rather then he would haueſo 


done, 
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done,he would haye incurred & vndergone any euen 
the ſharpeſt penaltie, yea though he had bene there. 
unto by authoritie vrged and provoked. And whom, 
I pray doth Saint Peter warne, tofubmitthemſclues 
vato the King, as vnto the ſupereminent, were they 
not his fellow Elders as well as the reſt of the faithful, 
whomalittle after he importunethto feed the flocke 
of God? Asfor the title of kingly Prieſthood attribu- 
ted by Saint Peter to the Churthof Chriſt,ic maketh 
nothingagaigſt this, it-ic' be conſtrued aright.For it 
mult not be vnderſtood of 5 kingdoms of this world, 
as though the Apoſtles meaning had binthar Prieſts, 
which in former times were ſubiect ro the King,were 
now by-mcanes of the Goſpell, become kings within 
themſelues and may do! as they liſt , without con- 


troulment and feare of law, as Dormezthat drowſic nerm.fol.qo. 


Endymion and his Loyanian conſort dreame intheir 
ſleep: but the Church was ſtyled with chat appella- 
tion onely in regard of the kingdome of heauen , as 
Johannes de Pariſus abird of their own feather,wel no- 
ceth,8& all che ancient Fathers,vzo ore,with one voice 
ſoexpound the place . With Scripture doth accord 
the vie ofthe Church for many ages ſucceeding,Per- 
uſe the Eccleſiaſticall ſtories from top to'toe, orif 
your leaſure or skill will not ſerue you, conſult the 
beſt learned.

As Saint Pau! when he had giuen 
out of the magiſtrate, He is the miniſter of Gedinferres 
thereupon, Wherefore ye muſt be ſubiett, not becauſe of 
wrath onely, but alſo for conſcience ſake. s 
The Prieſt indeed, as cannot be denied, hath a 
kind of regiment, as wel oger Princes as priuate men, 
annexed to! his office. In conſideration whereof, 
Saint Paul exhorterh,Obey your Onerſcers. But this is 
internall, not extcrnall,; perſivaſiue , not compul- 
fiuc; ſpirituall, not temporall ; oucr their ſoules, not 
ouer their bodies, goods and inheritances: and ſo 
neither hinders the ſubieion of the one, nor is pre- 
tudiciall corhe principalicie of che other. Foras the 
King in ficknefle may be ruled by Phyſitions, in 
building by Maſons and Carpenters, in trauelling 
by cn, in warres by ſouldiers, and by his Coun- 
cell in affaires of State; yet this dimintſherhnothin 
ofthe ſu he hath ouer them':*bur'if th 
or any ofthem make default againſt any of hislawes, 
the King for all that by his princely power may pu- 
niſh them accordingly : ſo the King may be rul 7 
his Clergie im matcers of doctrine and diſcipline , fo 
farforth as theyperfwadeno other then what is con- 
ſonant to the Propheticall and Apoſtolicall Scrip- 
eure-But if once they exorbitare from that rule, and 
bccomecithernegligent in their' office, or falſe in 


their

their teaching, or vicious intheir living , orin plot. 
ting and praQtifing treacherous and perfidious, the 
King may notwithſtanding by his royall authority, 
according to the quantity and quality of the offence, 
lawfully corre&t them, whether it be by a pecuniary 
mul&, or by reſtraint of liberty, or by confiſcation 
of goods, or by the loſle of lite, or otherwiſe, as he 
ſhall ſee good. Bur ifthe King on the other ſide an- 
ſwer not his duty to God in euery point, the Prieſt 
muſt not nowdo thelike by him, toraſtnuch as God 
hathnor thereunto authorized him. 

The Prieſts office is confined to the word and 
Sacraments, it extendeth not to the ſword. Sothat 
the Prieſt may teach and reproue cuen Princes, as E- 
lias did Achab , N athan Dauid, ohn Baptiff Herod: 
but by any corporall chaſtiſement to diſcipline the 
meaneſt ſubie&, muchleſle by ſtrong hand and force 
of armes to reclaime Princes, and will they nill they, 
to reduce them to order ifthey go aſtray,whom God 
hath reſerued to his owne judgement, apuniſhment 
no doubt ſeuere enough; the Prieſt by the reſolution 
of Gods word, is not onely not permitted, but flatly 
inhibited ſoro do. 

What words then can ſerue to. vtter the huge- 
neſſe,the length,breadth,depth and thickneſle of the 
indignity and wrong which the Biſhop of Rome,of 
long time hath, and ſtill doth offer vnto Chriſtian 
Princes ? who if they humour him not in every thing 
he would haue, tendit never ſo directly tothe diſho. 
nour of God, the deſtruQtion, of the Chriſtian faith, 
the annoying of their State and peoples, ouer m_ 

0 
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God hath ſerrhem, makes no more ado but depriues 
them ſtreight of their regal dignity, afſoiles ther ſub- 
ie&s from their allegiance; andifthey be nor ſtrong | 
enough to make their party good you effecuare his 
proieRts, irritates forreine Princes to invade their do- 
minions, vpon compact to weare them if they can 
win them : knowing like a crafty foxe , that ambi- 
tious Princes,as fiſh wich baite,are eafie to be caught 
by ſuch compoſitions. -Certainly if Tw/ himſelfe 
were now liuing,who for eloquence barethe bel in all 
the world, he could not with al his Rherorical colours 
paint it our ſufficiently,nor withfigures of paſo con- 
dignely vociferare,exclaime and mueigh againſt it. 
Were there not of the Kings of Iſrael ws Iuda, as 
the Spirit of God vpbraideth divers of them , that 
were ſold vnto wickednefſe and deuoted to idolatry? 
yet inthe bookes of Kings and Chronicles, you ſhall 
not find one Prieſt recorded that ever atterpred the 
like againſt any one of them ſolong as that kind of 
gouernment was afoote. Afrer the coming of Chriſt 
and irradiation of the Goſpell, of the Ewperours that 
reigned, ſome were infidels, ſome tyrants, ſome here- 
tickes, ſome apoſtaraes; and yet neither the Apoſtles 


. fortheirtime, nor their ſucceſſors for many ages af- 


ter,did cither offer to rebell chemſclues, or incited o- 
thets ro-take armes againſt them.If they will not truſt 
me ſo far, yet I dare ſay they will giue credit to Orho 
Friſingenſis, who' was neither Lutheran nor Calui- 
niſt,bur Hiſtorian of their owne. Thus he writerh : / 
haue read ouer and ouer the geſts of rhe Romane Kings 
and Emperours, and 1 find none of them before Henrie 

the 


Rome, or depriued of hit kingdowe, This deed was done 
by Hildebrand,alias Gregorie the ſeuenth, a thouſand 
yeares good after Chriſt. And was there none of 
all his predeceſſors, thinke you, no not one all that 
while, that cither knew his duty, or would performe 
it,fauing Hildebrand onely, that furious and ſacrile- 
gious monſter ? But in him and this exploit of his, if 
all be true which men of his owne time and religion
